|NEW SHIP SEXTANT 
FINDS SUN THROUGH 


CLOUDS AND FOG 


Captain of Mauretania Reports 
_ Successful Test of Device 
at Sea. 


By the Associated Press. / 
NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—A new 


sextant which can gauge the alti- 
tude of the sun in spite of fog or 
clouds may revolutionize ocean 
navigation. 

Arriving here yesterday, Capt. 8S. 
G. 8S. McNeil of the liner Maure- 


tania, said it had been tested with 
excellent results during the cross- 
ing. It located the sun through 
heavy black clouds, he said, and 
would be equally useful in getting 


: 


through the densest fog as long as 


the sun was above the horizon.

The invention is the result of 
eight years’ effort by Paul Hum- 
phrey MacNeil, designer of the “fog 
eye.”” and was perfected in Hol- 
land. It consists of two instru- 
ments, one a sextant and the other 
an amplifier. A special reflector 
concentrates the invisible rays of 
the sun and focuses them on a sep- 
cial infra red ray dectector. 

Flexible leads carry the infini- 
tesimal electric current from the 
detector to the amplifier where it 
is amplified many thousands of 
times and returned to an indicat- 
ing instrument on the sextant.

POSTOFFICE HEAD 
REFUSES SENATORS 
DATA ON LEASES 


Postmaster-General Brown 
Tells Committee It Would 
Be Incompatible With 
Public Interest. 


SHARP EXCHANGES 
ENLIVEN HEARING 


Chairman Blaine Seeks Re- 
sults of Survey Urging 
Purchase by Government 
of 92 Leaseholds.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Post- 
master-General Walter F. Brown, 
in the witness chair today before 
the Senate committee investigating 
postoffice leases, flatly declined to 
give the committee certain informa- 
tion demanded by Chairman Blaine 
on the ground that to do so would 


be incompatible with the public in- 
terest. 

Brown, the outstanding politician 
of the Hoover Cabinet, who has 
been mentioned as the possible 
next chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, and Blaine, an 
insergent Republican Senator from 
Wisconsin, who remarked in the 
course of the hearing that he was 
without benefit of patronage, suave- 
ly insulted each other with words 
and tones for an hour and a half. 

Blaine said at the end that the 
committee, despite the time and 
cost that would be involved, in- 
tended to get the information with- 
held by the Postmaster-General 
and present it to Congress. 

‘Data Involves 92 Leaseholds. 

Blaine wanted the data obtained 
by the Postoffice Department in a 
recent survey, as a result of which 
it recommended to the President 
that 92 leaseholds be purchased by 
the Government. The surv@éy was 
made, by Postoffice inspectors 
throughout the country, who sup- 
plied information to the depart- 
ment in reply to elaborate ques- 
tionnaires. 

They covered such matters as 
the value of the leaseholds, loca- 
tion, amount of floor space, and so 
on, in all of which Blaine said the 
committee had a vital interest, 
with a view to determining whether 
or not it should recommend jur- 
chase by the Government. 

In reply to repeated demands by 
the chairman, Brown remained ob- 
durate in his refusal to turn over

Arville L. Shaner Accused 
With Chicagoan Said to 
Pose as Mortgage Broker 
—Both Held. 


The indictment of Arville L. 
Shaner, St. Louis real estate dealer, 
and James W. Smith, Chicago, for 
using the mails to defraud and 
conspiracy, was disclosed today 
with the announcement of the ar- 
rest of Smith in Chicago. 

Shaner, arrested recently on the 
complaint of A. L. Rascher, a con- 
tractor in the Franklin-American 
Trust Building, was released yester- 
day under $5000 bond. Smith will 
be brought to St. Louis tomorrow. 

According to Postoffice Inspec- 
tors, Smith posed as a mortgage 
broker and Shaner as his St. Louis 
agent in negotiating to underwrite 
mortgages for contractors. Shaner, 
the inspectors said, collected an 
advance commission of $928 from 
Rascher and $400 from William 
Lund, another St. Louis contractor. 

Smith was arrested in a six-room 
office suite at 30 North La Salle 
street where he operated under the 
name of Stone & Company. The 
firm of H. O. Stone & Co. is a 
reputable Chicago house, according 
to inspectors, 

The indictment included the text 
of a jong letter, said to have been 
written by Smith.to Shaner and 
which was opened by Rascher, who 
was tuspicious that he was being 
defrauded in negotiations to refi- 
nance a $150,000 mortgage on an 
apartment building in Evansville, 
Ind. 

“I believe they are checking.” 
the letter said in part. “Oh boy, 
they will not get any mail from 
me. If they don’t come across 
easy, you had better check out. We 
have a good out. They have never 
confirmed the commitment and 
owing to rapid changes of finances 
and financial markets all commit- 
ments are accepted by a letter fol- 
lowing a signed application, etc., 
and my company can notify them 
that the commitment wasn’t going 
to be accepted.

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Father Coffey, 27 Years | 
Pastor of St. Leo's, Dies 


Widely “heirs Roman 
Catholic Priest of St. 
‘Louis Diocese Had Been 
Ill for Several Months. 


The Rev. James Thomas Coffey, 
paster of St. Leo’s Church, Twen- 
ty-third and Mullanphy streets, 
one of the most widely known 
priests of the St. Louis Catholic 
Archdiocese, died today in De Paul 
| Hospital, after three months’ ill- 
ness, of myocarditis, a heart in- 
flammation. He was 69 years old. 

The funeral will be held at the 
church, with solemn high mass, at 
9:30 a. m. Saturday. Solemn high 
mass will be celebrated in the 
church at.9 a.m. Friday. Burial 
will take place in Calvary Cemetery. 


Father Coffey was born near 
Jefferson City. His father was a

Church, Sixth and La Salle streets, | 
then at St. John’s, Sixteenth and 
Chestnut streets, then used as the 
pro-cathedral. In 1893 he was 
appointed by Archbishop Kenrick 
to the pastorate of St. John’s. He 
remained at St. John’s until, at the 
beginning of 1904, Archbishop 
Glennon appointed him pastor of 
St. Leo’s, to succeed Father J. J. 
Harty, who had been made Arch- 
bishop of Manila. 

Fought Law Bieaking Saloons. 

In the latter part of his rec- 
torate at St. John’s, Father Coffey 
engaged in what became a notable 
warfare on law-breaking saloons, 
onthe Police Department and on 
“Col.” Ed Butler, political hoss. 

At that time a recognized vice dis- 
trict flourished a few blocks west 
of St. John’s Church, in the Union 
Station neighborhood. In all parts 
of the city saloons disregarded the 
Sunday closing law and maintained 
so-called winerooms where young 
women were encouraged to drink 
with their escorts, and which fig- 
ured in frequent complaints of 
parents. 

To protect the home life of 
working people, who still lived in| 
that section in considerable num- 
bers, Father Coffey and the pas- 
tors of three neighboring Protes- 
tant churches formed an antiwine- 
room movement. They collected 
evidence and went before the Ex- 
cise Commissioner to demand that

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COST OF BRITISH DOLE 
$252,000,000 A YEAR 


This Is Estimate of Treasury, 
Which Warns of Danger 
to Budget. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 11.—The dole, 
it is officially estimated, will cost 
the British taxpayers between 
$250,000,000 and $275,000,000 dur- 
ing the financial year opening April 
1, next. 

The figures are contained in a 
memorandum submitted by the 
British Treasury to the Royal Com- 
mission on Unemployment Insur- 
ance. The memorandum drew at- 
tention to the gravity of the situa- 
tion. 

“The increase of expenditure in 
1930 over that of 1938 was $125,- 
000,000,” says the memorandum, 
“and the increase of 1931 over 1928 
may amount to some $2256,000,000. 
Even in the most favorable condi- 
tions so great an increase s0 
swiftly incurred would overtax the 
budget. 

“In the present conditions it 
must be taken in conjunction with 
the other continuing liabilities of 
the state, both for the war debt 
and otherwise, and in these condie 
tions it will not merely disturb but 
will entirely upset the equilibrium 
of the budget on the basis of exe 
isting taxation. 

“and in 1931 the revenues must 
be expected to fall; the extent of 
the fall cannot yet be estimated, 
but the extent of the fall requires 
to be balanced if the equilibrium 
of the nation’s finances is to be 
preserved.”

WHEAT DOWN $1.10, 
BREAD 1 CENT CHEAPER 


Contrast Developed in Testl- 
mony Before Senators on 
Kansas City Prices. ' 


By the Associated Preas. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Test!- 
mony that bread has declined only 
One cent a pound in Kansas City. 
during a four-year period in which 
wheat has declined from $1.75 to 
65 cents a bushel was resented to- 
day in the Senate's food price in- 
vestigation. . 

John Vesecky of the Cd-opera- 
tive Wheat Growers Association, 
said the price of good bread had 
not declined for four years. It 
went down from 10 to 9 cents a 
loaf in 1926. He said there were 
several bread plants in Kansas 
City “but they are. virtually ail 
held by one concern.” 

The price of flour had closely 
followed the price of wheat be- 
cause “the baker is almost the dic- 
tator”’ of the price of flour, he 
added. 

“Some of them apparentiv die- 
tate the price of bread, also,” 
Chairman Capper said 

“Yes, they do,” the witness , re- 


plied. 
Henry Strude, representing the 
American Bakers’ Association, 


composed ef 2000 bakers, said the 
price of flour is only one factor in 
the cost of bread. “The decline in 
the price of bread to the consumer 
has more than reflected the sav- 
ing in the flour cost.” he con- 
tinued. 

Stude contended also that bak- 
ers have adopted higher standards 
of production and distribution. He 
mentioned higher labor costs as 
one factor operating against lower 
bread prices. 

“For a long time the baker 
would feel the dough.” Stude said. 
“Now he tests it with a ther- 
mometer.” 

“Taking a cross section of the 
country there has been a decline in 
the price of bread comparable with 
the costs of making it.” he said. 

He quoted census statistics to 
show that the percentage of in- 
come in the baking industries paid 
back in wages was higher than 

lever before and the average wage 
was higher than that in other in- 
dustries. 

Capper replied these statistics 
showed that, whereas the average 
year’s salary of bakery employes 
had increased frim $620 In 1914 to 
$1375 in 1929, the baker had in- 
creased the value of his production 
from $3940 to $7633. 

Capper said Stude would have a 
hard time expfhining why the bak- 
ing industry had not reflected the 
world-wide decline in prices of oth- 
er products. 

Stude presented statistica which 
he said were gathered In a study 
of bread prices in 51 cities, show- 
ing that bread could be purchased 
at an average priec of 6.4 cents @ 
pound as compared with 5.6 cents 
in 1913. 

Ethelbert Stewart, Commisioner 
of Labor statistics, yesterday. pre- 
sented to the Committee statistics 
to show the price of bread in 61 
cities is higher relatively than the 
wheat price and also higher than 
the average price of all other food 
products. The cost of virtually all 
ingredients of bread, except con- 
densed milk, have dropped re- 
cently, he said. 

A mass of statistics was present- 
ed by representatives of millers and 
Government departments to show 
that prices of wheat and flour to- 
day are lower than for years. 

Chairman Capper asked Stewart 
if the figures did not show “the 
price of bread is higher than it 
should be iff relation to the price 


the farmer receives for wheat and — 


the miller for flour?” 

“Yes,” Stewart replied,” the price 
of flour is lower than for years. 
The wholesale price of flour fol- 
lows the price of wheat very close- 
ly and the retail price of flour fol- 
lows fairly closely.” 

Stewart said that up te 1920 the 
price of bread was relatively lower 
than the wheat price, but since then 
it has been relatively higher. 

“How do you explain that?” Cap- 
per asked. 

“It will keep the Bureay of La- 
bor statistics pretty busy to get 
facts without trying to explain 
them,” Stewart replied.

curred—its recklessness, its extrav- 
agance, the commitments altogeth- 
er unnecessary under the circum- 
stances of the time—when that be- 
comes known I am afraid posterity 
will crush those who were oe tase 
sible.” 
Temporary sacrifices for all will 
be necessary to restore Britains fi- 
nancial equilibrium, he said, adding 
that “in the general sacrifice ~ the 
members’ of the Cabinet are pre- 
pared to make their substantial 
contribution.”

of a rump Parllament was heard in 
Germany today from Fascist and 
Nationalist members of the Reichs- 
tag, but was not regarded serious- 
ly in Government quarters. 

A spokesman for the two par- 
ties, whose Reichstag deputation 
marched out in a body yesterday 
shortly before an important ad- 
dress of Foreign Minister Curtius, 
said the Fascists might call on op- 
position sitting at Weimar, birth- 
place of Germany's constitution. 

The opposition benches remained 


empty this afternoon when the 
Reichstag convened to resume de- 
bate on foreign affairs, and appar- 
ently the Fascists and Nationalists 
intend to stay out of the chamber 
until an important vote demands 
their presence. 

Rumors were current today that 
the Fascists, who recognize the 
leadership of Adolf Hitler, had tak- 
en night trains for Weimar but in- 
quiry at hotels brought the infor- 
mation that they were still regis- 
tered here. 


Weimar is the capital of Thur- 
ingia of which the Fascist Deputy 
Frick is Premier. Since the local 
Government therefore would be 
kindly disposed to the Rump 
Reichstag, the Government's only 
way of breaking up the meeting 
would he to senda body of the 
Reichswehr, or home guard there. 


This recourse is not regarded fa- 
vorably in Government circles 
which considered that it would tend 
to make magtyrs of the opposition 
deputies, whose new policy of ab- 
tention is based primarily upon op- 
position to a revision of Chamber 
rules which would make more dif- 
ficult their obstruction tactics. 

Even. should the Fascists and 
Nationalists go through the mo- 
tions of organizing a Reichstag at 
Weimar, Government leaders be- 
lieved, the organization would - be 
little more than a demonstration 
meeting. It was felt that the two 
parties, after their agitation during - 
the last two months and certain 
losses of strength in the Reichstag, 
felt called upon to do something 
sensational, particularly because of 
failure of obstructiofist ‘tactics to 
hold the party together.

THE MISSOURI TAX MUD 

In the judgment of the Post-Dispatch the Missour! 
Legislature would be much wiser to stick to and 
develop the present income tax laws of the State 
than it would be to engage in such an orgy of tax- 
ation as that proposed by the State Survey Com- 
mission. . 
The present income tax fate in porte is 1 
per cent. In 1930 there was collected under it a total 
of $4,608,933. In 1929 the collections were $4,252,- 
489. In 1928 the collections had been only $3,697,- 
603.47, having lapsed from $4,336,117.42 in 1926. The 
State Auditor, L. D. Thompson, ascribed the decreases 
up to 1929 (1) to the diminished vigor of the State 
in collecting the tax, (2) to an amendment in 1927 
which exempted individuals and domestic corpora- 
tions in Missouri from paying the State income tax 
upon ‘incomes earned outside Missouri. Collector 
Koeln, in St. Louis, blamed this change in the law 
chiefly for a decrease in the collections here from 
$2,444,949.62 in 1926 to $2,203,347.14 in 1927. 
The collections have very largely been what the 
State has made them. The law requires all Missouri

For this flat rate of 1 per cent on private and 
corporation incomes, which might, if it were adequate- 
ly enforced, meet all the necessities of the State, the 
Survey Commission proposes a graduated income 
tax on private and corporate income up to 5% 
per cent. The commission has offered nothing even 
approximating exact information as to what such an 
excessive increase in the tax laws would produce. It 
has merely expressed an expectation that the re 
turns would raise roughly a total of $158,000,000 in 
10 years, whereas chambers of commerce and other 
business interests in the principal cities of the State 
insist that a graduated income tax rate up to 6% 
per cent would produce many times as much 
as the commission calculates.

Origin of Radio Terms. 
Jo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a recent issue, the daily cartoon en- 

titled “How It Began,” explains the 
origin of the radio expression, “Signing 
Off,” as resulting from a custom of 
workers signing their names in a book 
when going off duty. 

I would like to make a better guess, 
based upon personal experience, The ex- 
pression came into the studios via the 
technical route. Operators, that is 
telegraphers, were commonly issued a 
personal sign, or “‘sine” to identify them. 
It was customary to make this “sine” 
upon completion of work, or just before 
they broke communication, This iden- 
tified the operator and was recorded, It 
came from land wire telegraphy into ra- 
dio telegraphy and from radio telegraphy 
into radio broadcasting. 

Certain other expressions such as ‘on 
the bench,” “stand by,” etc., are marine 
expressions, which were carried by sea- 
going radio operators into the termin- 
ology of the studios.

There 
is the meat of the matter. There ought to be more 
State than Federal income tax payers in Missouri. 
The State permits an exemption of $1000 to unmar- 
ried taxpayers and $2000 for married taxpayers, with 
$200 each for dependents, whereas the Federal ex- 
emptions in the same classifications are $1500, $3500 
and $400. mt 

Considering the untimeliness of greatly increased 
taxes, together with the almost voluntary uature of 
income tax paying in the State under the present 
laws, the Post-Dispatch suggests a way out of the 
muddle. It is to stick to the present flat tax system 
and really enforce it. If in the judgment of the 
Legislature that is necessary, the rate can be in- 
creased up to the 2. per cent recommended in the 
Governor's message. That would be to accept the 
judgment of the State Auditor, who believes that 
with a doubled force in the field he can increuse 
the collections even at the present rate by $1,000,000 
in the next two years. It would be to quiet the fears 
of business men that the Legislature will inflict 
injury upon them at a time when they are unpre- 
pared to stand it. It will provide all the money 
needed by the State properly to care for its charities 
and schools, and it will end the too bitter feeling be- 
tween city and country in this vexing matter. 

If the Legislature refuses to adopt such a sensible 
compromise, it can only bring about at last an 
impasse in which nothing will be done to improve 
the finances of the State. It is hy compromise that 
Washington has composed its quarrels in drouth re- 
lief, and the force of its example ought not to be lost 
upon Jefferson City.

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GETTING TOGETHER AT LAST. 


How World Wealth Shifts | 


Powers’made vast gains in wealth in 53 years preceding 1913, but by 1929 U. §. had 
surpassed them all; our assets grew from 190 billion when war began to 500 billion 
15 years later; now, however, depression is causing shrinkage estimated for last year 
at a billion a week; action on debts and world finance utged tu save situation. 


HE United States is today in full control 
To the world’s gold, and in full command 

of the world’s economic influence. The 
question is, how long will she retain it? 
Canada is vitally interested in the answer 
to the question. The more wealth the United 
States has, provided it is active wealth, the 
more prosperous will Canada be. But world 
wealth is only comparative, It follows world 
trade and world leadership, and where either 
is absent, wealth has a peculiar way of 
shifting. The wealth of a nation, like the 
wealth of an individual, takes in that na- 
tion’s possessions, its farms, its livestock, its 
real estate and industrial capital, based on 
its earning value. 
When the Great Powers started their race 
for world economic supremacy in 1860, four 
Powers had reached high figures in wealth, 
Great Britain led with 40 billion. Germany 
followed with 38 billion. France hed $3 bil. 
lion, and the United States had 30 billion, 
By 1900 the standing of those four Pow- 
ers was: United States, 65 billion; Great. 
Britain 63 billion; Germany, 50 billion and 
France, 43 billion. , 


From 1900 until 1913 the world enjoyed 
tremendous industrial development. En- 
gland in particular had a tremendous trade 
with her dominions and with Asia and India, 
while the United States enjoyed internal in- 
dustrial development. Before the war trum- 
pets sounded in 1914, the wealth of those 
four Powers was: United States, 190 billion; 
Great Britain, 75 billion; Germany, 65 bil- 
lion, and France, 50 billion. 

What the United States won out of the 
war and out of the 10 years’ internal and 
external trade which followed Britain’s war 
debts’ settement in 1920, is best told in the 
standing of world wealth in 1929: United 
States, 500 billion; Great Britain, 90 billion; 
Germany, 80 billion; France, 60 billion, and 
Canada, 30 billion. 

No man, however fortunate and rich, will 
believe how well off he is until he goes 
around and takes a look at a few of his 
neighbors. It’s the same with nations. The 
true position with respect to world finance 
and war debts - easily be seen and under- 
stood by even the mystified mind of the 
masses on viewing the situation from a world 
perspective.

PLANS FOR NEW SCHOOL 
IN CARONDELET 0 K°D 


Estimated Cost of J. Gabriel 
Woerner Structure on Lenao 
Street, $380,000. 


Approving preliminary plans for 
the J. Gabriel Woerner School, to 


be erected on Leona street, be, 
tween Bowen and Iron atreets, the 
Board of Education last night au- 
thorized Building Commissioner Fri- 
ton to proceed with detailed plans. 
Thig wil) be the first school de- 
signed under the direction of Fri- 
ton, who took office last year. 

He reported to the board that it 
was hoped to express the “cheer- 
fulness and beauty” of the neigh- 
borhood, in the Carondelet district, 
in this building. The exterior will 
be of Colonial style, with a mix- 
ture of the Adam period of archi- 
tecture, and “very simple and do- 
mestic in feeling.” Special study 
will be given the brick facing to 
produce an interesting and colorful 
effect. Large windows in the kin- 
dergarten will open onto a flower 
garden and lily pond. 

Estimated cost is $380,000. The 
Plans have been approved by the 
Instruction Committee and Superin- 
tendent Gerling. The structure will 
be two stories high with 16 class 
rooms and the kindergarten, ac- 
commodating 900 pupils.

WASHINGTON AND 
CONCORDIA FIVE 
BATTLE TONIGHT

An “extra” game in the compe- 
tition for the St. Louis city col- 
legiate basketball championship 
will be played tonight at the Wash- 
ington Field House when the Bears 
engage Concordia Seminary. Con- 
cordia had no place on the orig- 
inal Washington schedule. 

It is doubtful whether Herb 
Etzler, Star guard, will be able to 
play for Concordia. Etzler suffered 
an injury to his hand in the game 
against Butler and although he has 
managed to playgsince then, it has 
been only with gfeat difficulty. He 
was forced to play against Kirks- 
ville last Saturday with a bandaged 
hand. Toward the close of this 
game he injured his hand again 
and this may cause him to be on 
the bench tonight. 

Coach Eber Simpsen is srrooming 
Hagemann to replace Etzler. Gil 
Lehman will hold down the other 
guard position, Brauer will per- 
form at center, while Capt. Rueter, 
Ellermann and Hartmann will see 
service at the forward berths. 

Neither quintet is on the winning 
side of the season's ledger. The 
Bears, with by far the sturdier op- 
position, have won five cand lost 
seven. Three of the defeats have 
come at the hands of Big Ten 
teams. The Seminarians have won 
only three of their nine games but 
one of their victories was scored 
oyer the strong St. Louis U. team 
which owns a decision over the 
Bears. 

The statistics of both teams 
would indicate that neither has any 
material advantage over the oth- 
er. In 12 games, the Bears have 
scored 270 points, an average of 
22.5 points-a game. Their oppo- 
nents have scored 329 points, or 
27.4 points a game. The Bears’ 
high-score game was that against 
the Oklahoma Aggies when they 
counted 33 points. Purdue, scor- 
ing 46 points, was high opponent. 

In their nine games, Concordia 
has scored 212 points, an average 
of 23.6 a game—one more than 
the Bears—while their opponents 
have rolled up 242 points, an aver- 
age of 26.9. This record is a bit 
better on defense than that of the 
Bears, Concordia’s high-score 
night was against Shurtleff against 
whom they rolled 33 points. In 
another game, Shurtleff scored 39 
points against them. 

St. Louis University, with vic- 
tories over Washington and Con- 
cordia and a defeat at the hands 
of Concordia, leads in the city title 
race. Concordia, with a victory 
and a defeateis second with a .600 
percentage and the Bears, having 
lost their only game in the round- 
robin, are last.
